Citizens register large 


turnout, elect officials

Cal McElwain of Upland, a quality 
control analyst for Kaiser Steel 
Corp. in Fontana, outpolled 
incumbent Supervisor Joe 
Kamansky in Tuesday’s primary, 
forcing a runoff in the Nov. 7 
general election for the second 
district seat. 

San Bernardino County residents 
cast a record number of votes for a 
primary election. Of the 309,069 
registered in the county, 203,298 
voted compared to the old record of 
176,782 in June 1976. However, the 
65.7 percent turnout fell short of the 
73.4 percent two years ago. 

Strong interest in Proposition 13 
— the Jarvis - Gann property tax 
limitation initiative — helped 
prompt the strong turnout in the 
county and elsewhere in the state. 
County voters joined Californians 
statewide in passing the state 


constitutional amendment. 

In the county, nearly 65 percent 
voted for Proposition 13. Rival 
Proposition 8 garnered only 45 
percent in the county. 

With all precincts reporting, 
county Measure A received 
overwhelming approval — 133,187 
(77.8 percent) yes, 37,927 no. 

The measure, Charter 
Amendment 30, establishes a two - 
part procedure for setting salaries 
of the five supervisors. 


All county results are final, 
although semi - official. A 
representative of the county 
Registrar of Voters office said 
Wednesday official results will take 
two to three weeks to verify. 


In the second supervisorial 
district covering Upland and 
Rancho Cucamonga, McElwain 
received 19,702 votes or 46.5 


State panel supports 
freeway land purchase 


Assemblyman Bill McVittie was 
successful in gaining the support of 
the Assembly Ways and Means Sub- 
committee on Transportation for 
the completion of the Foothill 
Freeway. 

Following McVittie’s presentation 
before the subcommittee May 25, 
the panel voted to include language 
in the 1978-79 budget binding the 
Department of Transportation to 
complete purchase of the remaining 
right - of - way, in danger of being 
developed with homes. 

“Caltrans has had the people I 
represent under a cloud for years 
now. First they promise to finish the 
freeway link, and then they dig in 
their heels to sit out the project

while homes are being constructed 
in its path,” he said. 

“This is a totally irresponsible at- 
titude — and it’s one which is 
costing people jobs, slowing down 
our local economy, and compoun- 
ding traveling inconvenience,’ com- 
mented the lawmaker, who lives in 
Upland. 

Once Caltrans adopts a freeway 
route, all property in the proposed 
right - of - way goes into limbo, 
McVittie said and added, ‘‘I believe 
the state of California must stand 
behind its commitments, even if 
there is a temporary anti - freeway 
philosophy at Caltrans. When you 
make a promise to a community, 
you ought to keep it.”’

Pilot judgment, possible equip- 
ment failure and poor weather were 
all cited as contributing factors by 
National Transportation and Safety 
Board in the Upland plane crash one 
year ago that killed all five persons 
on board. 

Findings of the five - member 
federal board reported last week 
showed each member approved the 
determination of four contributing 
factors. 

Bob Spermo of the safety board’s 
information systems in Washington, 
D.C., said the combination of fac- 
tors cited is typical of the board 
reviews, which seldom single out 
one cause for a plane crash. 

The twin - engine Aero Com- 
mander crashed June 6, 1977, into an 
apartment building at 1051 W. 
Springfield St. after takeoff from 
Cable Airport. The pilot and four 
passengers were killed. 

Spermo noted that unless the 
board’s findings are appealed the 
determination of probable cause is 
final, closing the review of Upland’s 
worst plane crash. ; 


Kamansky — an Upland 
resident and former real estate 
salesman appointed to the Board of 
Supervisors in October 1976 — polled 
16,056 votes or 37.9 percent. 

Rancho Cucamonga attorney 
Robert O’Connor finished third with 
6,588 votes or 15.5 percent. 

In the 35th Congressional District 
— which includes the entire West 
End and a part of eastern Los 
Angeles County — David Dreier of 
Claremont, director of corporate 
relations for Claremont Men’s 
College, outpolled three other 
candidates to win the Republican 
nomination 

Dreier will face incumbent 
Democrat Jim Lloyd in the 
November general election. Lloyd 
received 60,033 votes running 
unopposed in the Democratic 
primary. 

With final semi - official results 
from all precincts in both counties 
tallied, Dreier received 41.5 percent 
of the votes in the Republican 
primary for a total of 22,926. 

Trailing Dreier were: Don 
Feldman of Covina, president of a 
scrap metals firm, 13,032; Clyde 
Stephens of Pomona, a quality 
control engineer, 12,801, and Cliff 
Sumrall of Alta Loma, associate 
professor at Chaffey College, 6,468. 

In the 65th Assembly District, 
including most of the West End but 
only the Red Hill section of Rancho 
Cucamonga, Don Donnelly of 
Pomona, a Los Angeles County 
firefighter, won the Republican 
nomination to face incumbent 
Democrat Bill McVittie. 

Donnelly garnered 14,523 votes, 
about 62 percent, while his opponent 
— George Paletsas of Upland, a cost 
estimator — received 8,850 

McVittie received 27,383 votes 
running unopposed in the 
Democratic primary. 

State Sen. Ruben Ayala, the 
incumbent Democrat representing 
the 32nd district, will face 
Republican John Ridley of Pomona, 
a biomedical engineer, in the 
November general election. Both 
men ran unopposed in Tuesday’s 
primary. The district includes the 
entire West End. 

In countywide races. Sheriff 
Frank Bland retained office by 
receiving 54.1 percent of votes cast, 
defeating three opponents. 

Roy C Hill won a sixth term as 
county superintendent of schools, 
defeating Ernest Garcia, a Riaito 
schools trustee, 110,957 to 60,049. 

District Attorney James Cramer, 
an Upland resident, outpolled James 
Hardy, a Yucaipa attorney, 100,955 
to 71,456, to win re - election. 

In the race for auditor - controller, 
Errol J. Mackzum defeated Ron 
Baker, 84,907 to 76,346. 

Incumbent county Assessor 
Robert Herbin lost in his bid for a 
second term to R. Gordon Young, 
former Fontana city councilman. 
Young received 91,688 votes; 
Herbin, 83,279. 

Joe Bell, assistant county tax 
collector, will face John Raymond 
Jr., county assistant treasurer, in 
the November election for treasurer 
- tax collector. 

Bell received 60,936 votes; 
Raymond, 58,952, and a third 
candidate — Thomas O’Donnell, 
city treasurer of Redlands, 46,674. 

County Clerk and Recorder V. 
Dennis Wardle and Coroner - Public 
Administrator Bill Hill, an Upland 
resident, each won re - election 
running unopposed. 


Pilot judgment, equipment, weather cited 


Safety board agrees on accident causes 


Under the heading ‘‘probable 
cause — pilot and command,” the 
board cited ‘continued VFR (visual 
flight rules) flight into adverse 
weather conditions” and ‘‘inade- 
quate preflight preparation and/or 
planning.”’ 

William Miller of La Palma was 
the pilot of the light, twin - engine 
Aero Commander, The investigation 
by the safety board’s Los Angeles, 
office points out he was an ex- 
perienced pilot with at least 320 
hours air time in this type of craft. 


However, both Paul Cable, 
general manager of Cable Airport, 
and Guy Moshier Jr., air safety in- 
vestigator with the board’s Los 
Angeles office, have said Miller 
may have been unfamiliar with the 
Upland airport. 


Under the heading ‘‘instruments, 
equipment and accessories — flight 
and navigation equipment,’’ the 
board mentions ‘‘attitude gyro.”’ 

The two gyros on the Aero Com- 
mander were used to show if the 
plane was flying level to the horizon. 
The investigation, led by Moshier, 

a 


revealed that examination of the 
plane’s wreckage showed no 
evidence of malfunction. 

However, Moshier added that the 
gyro vacuum pumps and lines to the 
vacuum instruments were 
destroyed, as was most of the plane 
in the crash and fire that followed. 


Moshier said he could not deter- 
mine whether the gyros were 
operational during the flight. 

Miller’s last words to terminal 
radar approach control at Ontario 
International Airport (Ontario 
TRACON) were: ‘‘We’re going back 
out — we lost our gyro.”’ 


Moshier and others have said 
Miller’s phrase could mean that he 
was attempting to return to Cable 
Airport. ; 

The last two factors cited by safe- 
ty board related to the weather: low 
cloud ceiling and fog. 


A low, but dense cloud cover hung 
above the area at 7:40 a.m. a year 
ago June 6 when the plane took off. 
The official report says the cloud 
ceiling began at 100-200 feet above 
ground. Fog below the cloud cover

He explained that the plane could 
have lost altitude in its final 270 - 
degree turn just before the crash. 


Although the safety board did not 
comment directly on Miller’s choice 
of Cable Airport runways, the 
phrase ‘‘inadequate preflight 
preparation and/or planning’’ seems 
to address the pilot’s decision to use 
Runway 6. 

No winds that day warranted use 
of Runway 6, where takeoff begins 
at the southwest end of the airport 
and radio contact with Ontario con- 
trol is difficult. 


Cable said 90 percent of takeoffs 
from Cable Airport are from 
Runway 24 to the west. First com- 
munications between the Aero Com- 
mander and Qntario control were 
relayed by the pilot of an airborne 
craft.

Weeks of controversy over boundary changes in the 
Chaffey Joint Union High School District came to a 
conclusion Monday as the board of trustees adopted a 
send only plan to ‘‘overflow’’ students to new schools 
next fall. 

The plan, greeted with approval by many of the same 
parents who vehemently opposed previous proposals to 
alleviate overcrowding at Alta Loma High School in 
Rancho Cucamonga, will require virtually no physical 
changes in attendance boundaries. 

It will assure a seat in present attendance boundaries 
to all those students currently enrolled in the high 
schools and eighth-graders in junior highs which feed 
into the district. ; 

Only 225 students are expected to be affected by the 
changes. That’s considerably less than the 1,950 who 
would have been moved under a plan rejected by the 
board two weeks ago. 

Trustees, however, emphasized the plan is only 
temporary and said a permanent solution will have to be 
developed before the 1979-80 school year. 

Board member Ray Sarrio, who has been adamant in 
his insistance that the present extended-day schedule at 
Alta Loma High be eliminated next fall, went along with 
the overflow plan after conceding the passage of 
Proposition 13, the Jarvis-Gann property tax initiative, 
at the polls today. ; 

Noting the plan required minimal changes in district 
transportation, Sarrio said it would be most economical 
in the light of the financial problems the district will face 
under the tax limitation measure. 

“We need a year to look at what (Proposition) 13 will 
do to this district,’’ Sarrio said. 

What the board did in approving the plan Monday was 
to set maximum enrollments at all five comprehensive 
high schools. All students beyond that number will be 
sent to the ‘‘next nearest school.” 

For example, when Alta Loma High School reaches its 
board-established maximum of 2,700 students, all new 
students within the Alta Loma attendance area who 
enter the district will be sent to Upland High. When 
Upland High reaches its maximum of 2,650, excess 
students will then go to Chaffey High where the 
maximum enrollment has been set at 4,000. 

Other enrollment maximums include 2,600 at 
Montclair High and 1,800 at Ontario High. 

Although the plan will require Alta Loma High to 
remain on an extended-day schedule next fall, the board, 
in effect, conceded to parents who have asked that their 
children remain at the local high school. 

Boundary changes have been a bone of contention with 
the board since voters in March rejected a tax-increase 
proposal that would have provided funds to build a new 
high school in Rancho Cucamonga.

Some trustees worried that failure to implement 
threats of boundary changes made prior to the election 
would cause the board to lose credibility with the public. 
Trustee Martha Chapman contended, however, that facts 


had changed and immediate boundary changes were no ~ 


longer necessary. 

The board apparently agreed with her Monday. 

But trustees, however, failed to lower the enrollment 
maximum at Alta Loma .to 2,600 students as 
Superintendent of Schools Mike Dirksen had asked. 
Dirksen said the lower maximum would have made the 
extended-day program at Alta Loma easier to operate. 

The 2,700-student maximum was agreed upon by the 
board after Sarrio convinced trustees that the district 
should move the least number of students possible next 
year. 

Trustee Charles Uhalley, also a previous supporter of 
widespread boundary changes, said he would go along 
with the one-year reprieve if he was assured the district 
would be working on a_ permanent solution to the 
problem. : 

Dirksen said a temporary solution to the district’s 
problems could come out of a fee for construction that a 
schools task force in Rancho Cucamonga is considering. 

That fee, Dirksen explained, could be used to build a 
school of portable classrooms at the district’s Valley 
View site at Sixth Street and Vineyard Avenue. The 
facility would then be used as a freshman annex for Alta 
Loma High until a permanent high school facility could 
be built, he said. 

But Uhalley noted the district may have trouble 
securing funds for a permanent facility since Proposition 
13 will not allow increases in property tax. 

During the months-long battle over attendance 
boundaries in the Chaffey district, the board twice 
rejected other plans which would have moved students 
throughout the district. 

A corridor plan, which would have affected a minimal 
number of students, was turned down by the board on the 
basis that it did not impact all high schools. 

A plan considered two weeks ago was rejected as too 
drastic. That proposal would have altered attendance 
boundaries at all five district high schools, moving 1,950 
students to new schools in the fall.

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Solar energy for pool 
practical, inexpensive 


Swimming pool heating is 
presently one of the most 
practical and cost effective 
uses of solar energy for the 
homeowner. 

Solar pool heaters 
typically consist of a solar 
collector, a pump and a 
‘filter, and plumbing 
between the pool and the 
collector. Since almost all 
pools already have a pump 
and filter, a collector and 
the additional plumbing are 
all that is needed. Unlike 
other applications of solar 
energy, swimming pool 
heating usually does not 
require: 


Enclosure and 
insulation of collector 
panels because the collector 
panels operate at pool 
temperatures 

(approximately 80-85 
degrees), and do not need 
the insulation. 


— Separate heat storage 
tanks since the pool serves 
as the storage tank. 


— Separate circulation 
pump. In most cases, the 
existing filter pump can be 
used to circulate the water 
through collector. 


The design and 
installation of solar pool 
heaters is therefore greatly 
simplified and is much less 


expensive than other solar 
applications. 

Many types of collectors 
are commercially available 
and they are made of a 
variety of materials. 
However, they all have 
several things in common. 

First, they are all a dark, 
flat color, usually black, to 
promote maximum heat 
absorption. Second, they 
have large surface areas to 
absorb and transfer a 
maximum amount of heat 
to the circulating water. 

Several important factors 
must be considered when 
installing these devices. To 
allow the sun’s rays to be 
absorbed by the collector, 
no obstructions (such as 
buildings, fences, and 
trees) should shade any 
part of it. Collectors are 
usually mounted on roofs or 
patio covers to avoid 
shading. 

To maximize the ability 
of collector surfaces to 
absorb heat, the flat 
absorption surfaces should 
be oriented as nearly to 90 
degrees from the sun’s 
direct rays as a practical. 
Locally this is about 34 
degrees. The collector, of 
course, must face south.

Soft foods damage teeth

One question often asked 
of veterinarians during 
checkups is ‘“‘does my pet 
have any cavities?” 

Generally the answer is 
no. The thick layer of dental 
enamel found in dogs and 
cats and the relatively 
small amount of decay - 
causing carbohydrates in 
their natural diets resist the 
development of tooth decay 
A more serious dental 
problem for domesticated 
pets is the accumulation of 
tartar and gum problems 
resulting from diets of soft 
processed foods

In the wild, wolves, 
coyotes, lions and the like 
feed primarily on meat, 
tearing it into small pieces 
and gnawing it from bones. 
In contrast, many 
domesticated cats and dogs 
eat softened bite - size 
pieces of processed foods 

Some of these foods con- 
tain considerable amounts 
of sugar and starch. The 
pets have little opportunity 
for scraping their teeth 
clean as they eat. 


When pets eat soft foods, 
food particles and saliva 
combine through the action 
of bacteria to form tartar — 
a sticky substance which 
hardens ahd forms brow- 
nish rings around the base 
of the teeth. This accumula- 
tion of tartar irritates gum 
tissue forcing the gum away 
from the base of the tooth. 


The gum swells and 
bleeds easily and the tooth 
finally falls out. The ac- 
cumulation of tartar also 
causes the pet to develop 
bad breath. 


If tartar buildup is 
minimal, the pet can retard 
its accumulation by regular 
gnawing on a hard bone — 
preferably a knuckle or shin 
bone. A synthetic bone or 
rubber toy that is hard 
enough to scrape the sur- 
face of the teeth as the dog 
chews is also good

A properly designed and 
installed solar device can 
keep a pool comfortable for 
swimming most of the year 
in Southern California. 

While solar pool heaters 
have an initially high cost, 
most heaters will pay for 
themselves within 3 - 5 
years by reducing gas bills. 
Since many have expected 
lives of over 10 years, solar 
pool heaters are much 
cheaper in the long run than 
conventional gas heaters. 
These cost surveys do not 
reflect the rebates 
available through state and 
federal solar tax credits.

If this 
happens, your pet can con- 
tinue to live a happy 
(although toothless) life, 
after your veterinarian ad- 
ministers the proper dental 
hygiene and suggests a 
suitable diet.

Cloning at federal 


By Alan Cranston 

Biologists could learn a 
lot about cloning by 
watching the federal 
Renegotiation Board at 
work. 

The agency not only con- 
tinues to operate, though it 
was supposed to have gone 
out of business in 1976, but it 
is now seeking funds to 
nearly quadruple the size of 
its staff. 

Not even the tenacious 
International Screw Thread 
Commission — which con- 
tinued years after World 
War I despite efforts by 
Congress to discontinue it 
— could surpass the 
Renegotiation Board for 
such audacious self- 
perpetuation. 

On the other hand, why 
should we be surprised? If a 
frog can be cloned. it stands 
to reason so can a 
bureaucracy. Perhaps the 
biologists should leave their 
laboratories and come to 
Washington to study clon- 
ing. 

The board, which was 
created primarily to review 
defense contracts for ex- 
cessive profits, went out of 
business after World War II 
but was revived during the 
Korean War. Its con- 
gressional authority finally 
expired in September 1976, 
but it has continued to get 
funding — at the rate of $5.5 
million annually — so it 
could clean up a 15,000-case 
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backlog that goes back to 
1972. 

The agency costs the tax- 
payers more money than it 
saves and is a needless 
form of government in- 
terference with business. 

The board has been 
promulgating new rules and 
regulations — and applying 
them retroactively. 

So contractors are being 
required to report new in- 
formation on old contracts 
— all of which calls for 
further processing by agen- 
cy personnel. By providing 
for the legai demise of the 
board, we effectively bar it 
from issuing any new direc- 
tives, prospective or 
retroactive. 

The board is fully 
justified in time of 
emergency when the 
government must let con- 
tracts in a hurry and can’t 
afford time for customary 
procurement practices, 
such as competitive bid- 
ding, to avoid excessive 
profit making. 

But in normal times the 
board is an anachronism 
that buries private industry 
with red tape and paper 
work, and increases the 
government cost of procur- 
ing essential goods and ser- 
vices. 

The record keeping and 
other administrative 
burdens imposed by the 
board costs businesses at 
least $100 million a year.

The government pays that 
extra cost in the form of 
higher contract prices — 
which ultimately the tax- 
payer pays. F 

The $100 million in 
business expense is written 
off and deprives the 
treasury of perhaps another 
$40 million a year in lost 
taxes. 


That’s a gross loss to the 
government of $140 million 
a year, in contrast with the 
excess profits of $19 million 
which the agency recovered 
in 1977 from over $47 billion 
worth of contracts.

We should be paying far 
more attention to cost and 
cost over-runs in defense 
contracts.

What's more, the boy that 
she weds is likely to have in-

In time, he may also find

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF MONTCLAIR 
AMENDING SECTION 4-4.1015 OF ARTICLE 1 
OF CHAPTER 4 OF THE TITLE 4 

OF THE MONTCLAIR MUNICIPAL CODE 
The City Council of the City of Montclair does ordain as follows: 
SECTION 1. AMENDMENT TO CODE. Section 4-4.1015 of Article 16 of 
Chapter 4 of Title 4 of the Montclair Municipal Code is hereby amended to 
tead as follows: ‘ 

“Sec. 44.1015. Parking trucks in residential and commercial zones. 

(a) It shall be unlawful for any person, without a permit therefor, to 

park or store any commerciai motor truck and/or trailer having an unladen 


H] weight of 8,000 pounds or more, or any commercial truck - tractor and/or 


trailer, irrespective of weight, upon any public street or on public or 
private property in the City within the following zones, to-wit: R-l Single 


| Family Residential Zone, the R-2 Two-Family Residential Zone, the R-3 


Multi-Family Residential Zone, the A-P Administrative Professional Zone, 
the C-1 Neighborhood Shopping Center Zone, the C-2 Restricted 
Commercial Zone, the C-3 General Commercial Zone, for more than four 
(4) hours plus overnight when the loading and unloading cannot be 
completed on the same day. Overnight shall be deemed 6:00 p.m. through 
8:00 a.m. of the next day. , 

(b) The Chief of Police, or his designee, shall have the power to issue 
to any person a written parking permit to park vehicles in the areas 
indicated in subsection (a) of this section, upon application, whenever he 
finds that conditions are such that it appears the neighborhood or persons 
therein would not be adversely affected thereby. Such permit shall be 
issued for stated period only if one of the following findings can be met: 

(1) That the vehicle is immobile due to accident or mechanical 
breakdown, or 

(2) That the nature of the particular service to be performed, or 
material or equipment to be delivered, requires a longer period of time 
than the four (4) hour limit described in subsection (a) of this section; or 

(3) That the vehicle is owned or operated by the commercial use on 
the private property upon which it is to be parkéd. 

(c) Excluded from the provisions of this section shall be vehicles 
operated and parked by a registered transient guest of a motel or hotel if 
such vehicle is parked within approved designated truck parking areas 
upon the business premises Truck parking areas shall be submitted to and 
approved by the Community Development Department. 

(d) The Chief of Police, of his designee, may revoke any permit 
granted pursuant to the provisions of subsection (b) of this section. 
‘whenever any of the terms or conditions thereof have been wilfully 
violated or when it appears that the neighborhood or persons therein are 
being adversely affected thereby. Such revocation shall be effective two 
(2) hours atter posing notice thereof on the vehicle in question 

(e) Any person who feels he is aggrieved by refusal of a permit or 
revocation of a permit may appeal to the City Council for relief and 
hearing. The decision of the City Council upon the appeal shall be final after 
a hearing thereon. 

(f) Any person who has good cause for being exempted from the 
operation of the provisions of subsections (a) and (b) of this section may 
make a written request with the City Clerk and shall state the grounds 
therefor for such exemption. The City Clerk shall therewith transmit one 
copy of the request to the Chief of Police. The City Council shall set the 
matter for hearing and may, by resolution. grant, deny. or modify in whole 
or in part such request 

SECTION 2. VALIDITY. If any section, subsection, sentence. clause or 
phrase of this ordinance shall for any reason be invalid, such holding or 
holdings shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions of this 
Ordinance. The City Council has declared that it would have passed this 
ordinance and each section, subsection, sentence, clause or phrase thereof, 
irrespective of the fact that any one or more section, subsection. sentence. 
clause or phrase therof, be declared invalid 

SECTION 3. PENALTIES. If any person shall violate any of the 
provisions of this Ordinance, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 
and, upon conviction thereof. shall be punishable by a fine of not more thar 
Five Hundred Dolldrs ($500.00) or imprisonment in the County Jail for a 
period of not more than six (6) months. or by both such fine and 
imprisonment, and such person shall be deemed guilty of a separate 
offense for every day during such portion of which any violation of this 
ordinance is committed, continued, or permitted by such, and shall be 
punishable therefor as provided by this Ordinance 

SECTION 4. PUBLICATION. The City Clerk shall cause this Ordinance 
to be published in the Montclair Tribune at least once within fifteen (15 
days of its passage
